Cardiual 
Tecci's private life at all periods is above 
reproach. He has considerable literary 
talent, and has written poetry. He 
never had intercourse with the function- 
aries of the present Italian government, 
but is esteemed by them all ; and those 
with whom the necessity of his duty 
brings him in con tact are ]>erfect!y 
charmed with him."

The distinguished lepers of 
the olden times in many cases gave way 
to despair, and simply waited tor death 
to release them. Mr. Ragsdale em- 
ployed all his talent and gnve all 
his time to the work of perfecting a 
system that would contribute to 
the comfort of those like himself, 
unfortunate. That he succeeded, the 
condition of the leper settlement of 
Molokai shows. 

In the Sandwich Ielands, as in the 
older communities, a lffper is allowed to 
marry a leper, but must give up his own 
family. Soon after Ragsdale established 
himeelf at Molokai, a young native 
woman, healthy herself, but who had 
lost two husbands by leprosy, fell in love 
with him, and became his wife.

The Work of u Leper, 

- We noticed some days since the death 
of William P. Ragsdale, the distin- 
guished leper of* the Kandwich Islands, 
and referred to the reforms instituted by 
him in the leper settlement on the Island 
of Molokai.- Mr. Ragsdale, previous to 
his removal to Molokai, was one of the 
most prominent lawyers and the most 
noted orator in the Hawaiian kingdom. 
He spoke English as fluently as the 
native language, and promised to be one 
of the most influential men in the king- 
dom when he discovered that he had the 
leprosy. 

The Jews, regarding kprosy as a 
disease for which no natural remedy 
could be prescribed, separated lepers, 
even though" they were Kings, from the 
rest of the people, and founded leper 
villages, where the outcasts dragged out 
their wretched lives. After the crusades, 
leprosy invaded western Europe, and 
statesmen and sovereigns struggled with 
the problem of how t» stop the ravages 
of the disease, and of hew best to care 
for those afflicted. ; During the thirteenth 
and fourteenth centutriea there waa 
ecarcleya town in Europe which had not 
its leper hospital or village. Even in 
these hospitals the condition of the in- 
mates was pitiable. Under the most 
favorable circumstances the leper was 
cons idered both legally and practically a 
dead person. His marriage ties werjs 
dissolved ; he waa prohibited from en- 
tering any church or place where food 
was prepared ; was compelled to wear a 
peculiar dress, and to give notice ot bis 
approach by ringing a bell. There are 
now comparatively few cases in Europe, 
but the disease ia still prevalent

M«p. Z .m»nt of Hot Dem and Cold-frames. 

The structure and management of a 
hot bed i* uiucli the name aa that of a 
ootd-lrame, with the exception that 
being started earlier, the requisite tem 
perav.uie baa to be kept up by artificial 
means, fermenting manure being relied 
apon for the purpose, and the loss of 
this heat has to be checked more care 
fully. 

Select the locality in the fall, choosing 
a warm location on a southern slope, 
protected by a fence or building on the 
north and no*. h west. 

The situation should be dry under 
n«ath, s i. ltered from the north as much 
as possible, and fully exposed to the auu ; 
it should be built up lrom two feet si* 
inches to four feet high, and wider by fix 
laches every way than the frame to be 
placed upon it. 

Set posta in the ground, nail two 
wards to these parallel to each other, 
on<- ab<ut a foot in height, and the other 
toward the south aoout four inches 
narrower ; thu will give the sashes rest- 
ing on them the right slope to shed the 
rain and receive as much heat as possible 
from the »un. Have these boards at a 
dirtance a;>*rt e>iual to the length of the 
which may be any common window 
sash for a sua > be I, nr the length o. a 
u-iial ^nr.lent r's sash.

Alsi*.e Clove 

A Vermont farmer gives his experi- 
ence of Alsike clover, in which he says : 

The introduction of AUike clover ia of 
much value to our farmers. Like other 
clovers it runs out in two or three years 
from sowing, though occa-ional roots are 
found scattered through all fields where 
it has sprung up from self-sown feed-. 

My experience has not been very full, 
for I have only sown it to compare it 
with other clover. The results I have 
reached are that while it i« fully as sure 
to give a good catch, it apparently makes 
a much superior hay. It grows thicker 
and finer, is less liable to lodge, is fed 
with less waste than other kinds of clover, 
and is eaten with avidity by all kinds of 
stock. Only a portion of the bloswms 
of each stalk are in bloom at a time, so it 
can stand longer without injury alter it 
is first fit to be cut. The chief objection 
to the introduction ot Alsike clover is 
the high price a»ked for the seed, though

2. The cattle themselves will appreciate 
the benefit of the chclter, and pay for it 
in contented looks, as well as in the 
more subtantial results of the pail. In 
this sort of a yard, with water always at 
hand; they are not disposed to be uneasy. 
It ia the greatest cruelty and waste to 
kwp cattle up in warm stalls and then 
w -- — everts or weather to 

wade thn ugh mud or enow, or walk on 
treacherous ice for one hundred yards or 
more to fill themselves over-lull of water 
onceaday. 8. Manure kept undercover 
from cold rains wi 11 de compose, much fasti r 
than that exposed, and is in much better 
condition for handling, and is worth more 
when it i« applied.

Cotton Planting. 
The Southern Cultivator has the fol- 
lowing judicious remarks on planting 
cotton : 

Late-planted cotton grows off better 
than early-planted, but in localities 
where the seasons are short, it is impor- 
tant to plant early, to secure maturing 
of the crop. In such cases the plant may 
be pushed off by supplying it with easily 
ae-imii&ted food, immediately within 
reach, a- by aoakiug seed in stable- 
manure water and rolling in plaster, or 
roHing in ammoni&ted fertilizers, or ap- 
plying small quantities of these (ray fifty 
pouu is) in the drill with the need. The 
now-ammonuited dissolved bones or acid 
p :->iJ.ate« must not lie used for thia 
purple, aa they will injure,. tbe eeed. 
Cotton should be planted very shallow 
—one inch ia ample depth. But dry 
weather prevailing, it may not come up 
It' the seed are «o near the surface. The

The moss that 
grows on a granite rock and the leaves of 
the long-leaf pine yield considerable 
potash, which is cheaper than potash 
imported from Germanv forJGeorri, 
farmers. For 100 years grass bu grown 
on Augusta commons with the minimum 
of labor, has never run out, but has kept 
many animals and produced a great deal 
of manure.

Senator Beck last week presented in 
Ihe Senate the resolution of the Kcu- 
tuekj Legislature asking that the 
Committee OO Commerce prepare a 
bill lo render the quarantine system 
effective.

That first bankrupt law was passed 
in the year 1SU0, and after a tritl of 
less than tour years was stricken 
entirely from ihe statute book. 

The second bankrupt law was enact 
el in 1341, and remaine 1 in force f i r 
about two years and was theu sum 
nritily disposed of. 

Several attempts were made to enset 
another without success until 1862, 
after the civil war bad become lairly 
under wiy when the present law was 
carried through Congress. Although 
since tjieri it h is never b?cn brought 
to th*} point of repealing it, th.ve has 
been on several occasions decitled 
evidence giveu of its impolicy and 
injustice. Duringthe last ( 'ongress a 
bill for its repeal passed the House 
of Representatives by a majority of 
more, than two thirds.
